Need for Pig Testing in Ireland, 


Thealrish curers are umanimous in condemn- 
ing the short fat pigs which are being pro- 
‘duced .by farmers at present, and are unable 
to get an adequate supply of the right type 
of pig for their sirticntar trade. Now it ap- 
pears that there are two methods of* solving 
this problem; one is to breed a leaner pig, 
like the English Tamworth, and the other is 
te feed our pigs on foods which will make 


lean meat instead of fat. Both these ob- 
Ea must be obtained without making it 
ess profitable for the farmers.to keep pigs. 


Other things being*equal, ‘they will always 
feed the pigs in the way that pays’them best, 
but how that neither the. English nor the 
Írish curer will pay ‘top, price for- over-fat 
pigs they are bound to change ‘their method 
and: use‘ a we amount of flesh-building 
foods.. This will result from the working of

Table difficulties we have to overcome in 
ireland is the widesptead’ use of inferior 
boars—some of them pure bred large white, 
and’ some of them mongrels. The offspring 
of these sires are either of a totally bad type, 
oy else they will not thrive. The first, and 
mest necessary, move should, therefore, be to 
extend the scheme for licensing bulls to boars 
as well, and make it an pffence for any 
persor to keep a boar which has not been 
inspected and licensed. This would be only 
a beginning, but it would grade up all the 
pigs in edited very much quicker than the 
licensing of bulls can do for. cattle. 

In order to, ensure an adequate supply of 
boars of the right type, it is essential that one 
or more breeding stations should be operated 
by the Department of Agriculture, from 
which premium boars could be-sent out to all 
parts of the country. These breeding centres 
would keep a- herd of about 50 sows selected 
for prolificacy and type, and their offspring 
would be tested, as is done in Sweden, before 
being passed as’ being fit for breeding. Young 
sows would also be sent cut all over th" 
country at a reasonable price, and the farmers 
would then have no excuse for not keeping 
the right kind of breeding stock. The De- 
partment breeding centre would naturally 
develop into a typeé-testing station, which 
would carry out feeding trials and research 
into the possibilities of the dual purpose pig, 
which could be kept for either pork or bagon. 


i 


A, Breeding Station. 


Under a scheme of this kind, having its 
embryo in a breeding station, sow-testing 
associations would follow, to keep in touch 
w de the results, obtained under farm condi- 
tiéns,: with the stock sent out from 
breeding. stations. . The sow-testing associa- 
tions would send forward two pigs from 
each litter at 10 week: cld to the type- 
testing station, where they. would be sub- 
jected to feeding tests, and eventually, after 
slaugliter, to quality tests.-In this way defi- 
nite information would be obtained as to the 
breeding, feeding, and meat-producing capa- 
city of all the hoars. and sows issued by the 
Department. . 

Under the present arrangements boars are 
selected for premiums without due attention 
being paid to their family history, and no 
records are left as to what results are ob- 
tained from their use. The —— outline of 
a scheme” given below is possibly sufficient 


to stimulate interest in the subject, and, as 
to its being unpractical, it is very little dif- 
ferent from the scheme erating in Ger- 


many. Ail the details have been worked out, 
and it only remains for the Department. of 
Agriculture to take the matter up seriously 
and to institute a scheme of pig testing at 
ence. ' 

If something is not done in the very near 
future on national lines we shall find “that 
foreign countries, will have improved their 
pigs to such an extent that no one will wish 
to buy bacon or pork produced ‘from Irish 
pigs. There. is.no doubt that the Irish large 
white is the best breed of pig. for either pork 
or bacon, byt there is at present no uni- 
farmity of type, about. them.and an excessive 
number of them are wholly inferior: The ob- 
ject of this article is to draw: attention to 
what our competitors are doing, and to show 
bow pig testing and recórding for advaneed 
registry would put the whole pig industry in 
Ireland in a more stable position.

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TACKLING THE FARM 
ACCOUNT. 


‘THE FIRST. STEPS: 


In a previous article we urged the neces- 
sity of farmers giving thought and time to 
the problem of account keeping. It is not an 
easy task, and it is probable that the know- 
ledge he has imbibed in a primary or 
secondary school is not so fully adequate to 
the, problems of his own farm as to enable 
him to start right. If he is a small farmer, 
he may not have had even a preliminary school 
course’ te aid him; if he is farming on a 
larger scale, his problem will be all the more 


complex. Fortunately, the Ni which 
confronts him: has already béen carefully 
studied. When. writing on the subject 


before, we referred to the “ Simple System 
of- Farm Bookkeeping,”’ issued by the British 
Ministry of Agriculture and -Fisheries, and 
to a ee and Specimen of Farm 
Accounts,’ published at the Stationery Office 
in Dublin for our own Department of Agri- 
culture. - Both are worthy of stud>Sand an 
farmer anxious to make ‘a “beginning should, 
at least, obtain the latter; and, moreover, 
we have no doubt that, if he applied to the 
Department. for guidance, he would hear ‘of 
to his advantage ’’ as,.a serious 
very. farmer who has not thought 
about the matter before should tackle it this 
autumn.’ September is a good time to -turn 
one’s thoughts to income and outgoings, 
giving\a little preparatory thought as to how | 
to procéed, so as to be ready, at the latest, 
to start ‘the actual .process. of making an 
inventory ‘of the stock, cfop, . stores, 
machinery and equipment of the farm before 
the year ends. \. A few hints about beginning 
may be helpful. 


Preliminaty Hints, 


Whilst.. we’ will. confess from the outset 
tha: some of the questions the farmer must 
think over and translate into money values 
are, in themselves, complicated enough, he 
should not be keulked by. a fear. that 
the actual process’ oí. keeping the -ac- 
counts is beyond his understanding. We 
speak of the farmer as “he,” but very often 
the farm bookkeeper is the farmer’s\ wife: or 
daughter. Indeed, if she is not, we think his 
first act should be to take her into his\con- 
fidence and make it clear to her that a part 
of: the success of the effort to check. income 


knowledge of the prices paid for necessaries 
bought and of the money saved by the home 
consumption of farm produce. We will 
return to this point. Of course, the first 
actual activity is to purchase the necessary 
books, a diary, a cash book, and—if he wants 
to check his own accuracy—a ledger. The 
preliminary. to the actual recording of the 
transactions of the yeir is the taking of an 
inveritory or valuation: of all that relates to 
the farm, and the first fact to be learnt is 
that it is always ‘unwise to over-value any- 
thing one possesses (even, may we say, one's 
skill !). Thus one should never put down a 
machine at its sliop price, but should allow 
for the time it has been in- use; and when 
valuing crops or live stock these, should be 
considered, for accounting purposes, as 
being worth’ less than ‘one hopes to: get tor 
them at the next fair or on the next occa- 
sion for selling. The books recommend ten. 
per cent. depreciation per annum.on farm 
machinery, but for old utensils that may not 
he enough, and some of them may not—in 
spite of their immediate utility—have any 
immediate cash value, although, if their de- 
struction would involve the purchase of re- 
placements, some small value may be. allowed 
them. Crops not reaped are difficult’ to 
value, which is a reason for making the 
inventory at a date on which there is little 
in the field, and as immature. live stock are 
difficult to put a price upon, a knowledgeable 
neighbour or Department’s inspector would be 
helpful for consultative purposes. Indeed, it is 
important, if possible, to have. your inven- 
tory checked by a detached observer. 


T'ypical Entries. 


The inventory may take a little time, and 
there can be no harm, meanwhile, in jotting 
down in the little diary the details of any 
transaction that has occurred, the sale of 
hay. the purchase of a cow, the payment 
of an’ account for feeding, stuffs, It would 
not be possible in the course of a brief article 
to set forth thegeorrect method of treating 
all such fypical ansactions. It must suffice 
to say here that, whilst in the farmer's diary 
or note-book such transaction, whether a 
purchase or a sale, ay be noted on the 
same page (but better on opposite pages or 
even in separate note-books if he wishes), 
when these are transferred to his cash book 
everything for which he receives cash or for 
which cash is due to his farm should appear 
on the left hand side in that book. This 
includes (e.g.) milk sold to the creamery, 
cattle sold at the fair, eggs ‘‘sold’’: to his 
house (and, therefore, worth money as being 
in substitution for eggs bought in a shop). 
As against these sales and receipts, he must 
put on the right hand side of his account 
all he buys, new additions to the farm in 
live stock, seeds, fertilisers equipment, cost 
of repairs, new paint, new shoes for the farm. 
horse, a new lock on the stable, everything 
in the farm on which he spends money. 
Also, ‘and it is particularly at this point that 
the help of wife or daughter is of the utmost 


value, he must put down on this (the 
‘purchases and payments’) side of his 
account those items with which he has 


credited the farm, the eggs consumed in the 
house, the milk—in fact, everything he pays 
for or would have had te pay for if the 
farm did not provide it. The housewife will 
value these properly if she knows the price 
which the people in the nearest town pay for 
eggs, and the milk is at least-‘‘ worth ' the 
creamery'’s price, and, perhaps, ‘something 
over. Unless this keeping of the account 
between ‘the house ” and “ the. farm ” 1s 
attended to, the farmer will not really know 
where he stands. ~ Does he live mainly by 
cattle’? If so, what are his cattle worth to 
him? Not merely the difference: between the 
purchase price and the sale price, but (added 
to or deducted from these) the difference also 
between what it cost to feed and care the 
beast and, what the milk or other bye product 
(it may be the manure) is worth. This kind 
of pricing 1s difficult and, at the best, 
inexact, but necessary, and worth thinking 
out. |

Farm Costings and Home Upkeep. 


This'is, perhaps, the crux of farm account- 
ing.. It is intricate enough to disputable. 
It is at any rate interesting,/ Part of its 
apparent complexity, however, disappears on 
a small farm, where the farm is the sole 
support of the family and every expense 
necessary for living is, in one way or another 
“charge ' upon it—the boots of- the 
father, the clothes of the mother, the educa- 
tion of the child. Of course, these only 
appear in the “income” by. inference: for.

HOW IT HAS GROWN. 


. Trish sugar Beet growers will be interested 
in the fact that. the last beet sugar manu- 
facturin; campaign in England and Wales 
was the most successful since the intro- 
duction of the subsidy. . The acreage under 
beet was more than double that of ‘the pre- 
vious year, and five additional factories were 
available to handle the crop. Increased ex- 
perience in cultivation and the happy cir-' 
cumstance of a favourable growing season 
were reflected in a much larger production 
of sugar per acre of land under sugar beet. 
The general results’ of the: campaign, com- 
pared with those of the’ previous one, may be

Sugar Beet Prices for 1928-1930. 


A séttlement. has now been arrived at be- 
tween the British Beet Sugar Factories Com- 
mittee and the Sugar Beet Committee of the 
National Farmers’ Union regarding. the prices 
to be paid for sugar beet delivered under 3 
yes’ contracts during the years 1928-29, 
1929-30 and 1930-31. 

The terms are as follows :— 

A fixed guaranteed price of 46s. per ton 
for beets containing 155 per cent. sugar con- 
tent, with an addition at the rate of 3s. for the 
first 1 per cent. above 154 per cent. and at 
the rate of 3s. 4d. for each further increase 
of 1 per cent.; the ‘reduction for eamh 1 per 
cent. below 154' per cent. to be at the rate 
of 3s. 

During these three years the rate of sub- 
sidy payable on sugar manufactured from 
home-grown beet will be 13s. a cwt.; the rate 
of subsidy payable hitherto has been 19s. 
6d. a cwt. 


VALUE OF LIQUID MANURE.

The value of liquid manure for the hay 
crop is not fully appreciated. On very mary 
holdings this valuable fertiliser is wasted, 
whereas the expense incutred in collecting 
and applying it to meadow land during win- 
ter and early spring, wien field work is 
slack, would be more than repaid by the in- 
crease in yield and improvement in quality 
of the resultant hay crop. Experiments con- 
ducted by agricultural instructors at over 
500 centres during five successive years 
showed that a dressing of 16 tons per Statute 
acre of liquid manure produced an average 
increased yield of 17cwt. of hay per Statute 
acre, an increase exceeding that produced 
by the application of an equal. weight of 

farmyard manure.

TREACLE FOR IMPROVING 
DAMAGED HAY. 


In consequence of the bad weather con- 
ditions generally experienced during the cur- 
rent hay-making season, there are, through- 
out the country, considerable quantities ef 
hay in a more or less damaged state. Sugar 
beet treacle will be found a valuable means 
of making good what would otherwise be a 
severe’loss to €geders. Thin the treacle with 
warm water to a convenient consistency and 
ne over the hay when feeding “it. ' By 
this means the hay will be rendered 
palatable, and consumed with relish by all 
classes of stock. Sugar bpet treacle is a 
valuable food in itself and }contains 48 per 
cent. to 50 per cent. of sugar. If facilities 
are available it is desirable te chaff the hay 
(or straw), when the diluted treacle can be 
more readily mixed through the feed.

MAKE HAY. WHILE. THE 
SUN SHINES. 


NEW METHOD ADVOCATED. 


At the time of writing, hay of all sorts 
is to be seen in fields where it has Jain since 
it was put into cocks anything up to ten 
weeks ago. . The writer las seen -recently 


it was put in June, ‘with ‘the ‘second crop 
as much as one foot and a half high all 
round, and which even tends to dwarf the 
size of the cock by its luxuriance. The cocks 
have blackened badly on the outside and t =p, 
and the base must be like so much: dung.. 

_ In such cases a great. amount. of: damage 
is done to the second growth while the first 
crop hay’ is actually being removed from the 
field. The-herbage underneath the: cocks is 
smothered, and much waste- is caused by 
moisture rising into the lower layers of the 
fodder from the earth. - Just think of the 
taken in © first 
making the cock,. later in heading it off, and 
often times, after wind, in making it. up 
again and tying it down, not to mention 
what has to be done if drenching rain comes 
as soon as the wind drops. How ean these 
disadvantages be eliminatei? 


A Contrast in Methods. 


It is said that the climate of Ireland gener- 
ally demands the procedure outlined above, 
but.I contend that this is a mistaken idea. 
This summer, it is generally agreed, was 
much worse than ‘is usually experienced; and 
yet I made a large quantity: of hay, both: 
new seeds and old hay, by hauling it straight 
to the barns from the windrows or from-small 
cocks put up for convenience overnight. I 
am frequently ‘asked: ‘‘Are you. not afraid 
that it will heat?” I’ reply: .‘‘ I do not care 
one bit if it does, for I know that if it has 
been reasonably made it will not overheat, “ 

Some of the hay I have made: has been 
swept by tumble - rakes’ straight from the 
windrow to a rick. in the field—‘‘ to burn ”’ 
I was told, but it.is still there, and, ‘ind2>¢, 
minus any signs of éxcessive heat. If «»e 
asks why hay is.generally put. into cocks -to 
be left. in the field until a more suitable tim» 
the Irish climate has to be mainly respon- 
sible, and also it is contended that: the 
method is conducive to speed. Now, is this 
really the case? I am of opinion it is not so; 
else why have I hay safe in rick and bara 
while others have .it still in the field? 
Actually to put up a cock may “be slightly. 
quicker than loading a wagon or bogey, but 
really» very little. At least one a 
cocks can be loaded on a bogey, the original 


was bound over ‘he pulleys. Here we have 
a direct saving of at least 50 percent. “in 
actual carting time. We have to move pie 
hay which ever way we make it, and the best 
method is to move it straight away, when 
made, from the windrows to the rick. or barn. 
In my opinion to put hay into cock and 
there leave it, is only justifiable where it is 
— that the hay shall be sold ‘on the 
eld. 


How to Achieve Rapid and Efficient Saving. 
In a reasonable summer we are able to 
cut the meadows at the correct time, 
1.e, before the nutrient ingredients ~~ in 
the stem have gone up -to help, mature the 
seed, or when the bulk of the grasses are 
coming into flower; but in a time like the 
present it is better to allow the grasses to 
become old before cutting rather than risk 
the’ hay becoming badly weathered. On the 
other hand, rain will not do much damage, 
if any, for several days if the swath, as left 
by the machine, remains undisturbed, for 
each grass has a protective’ coating which 
will turn water; but once the hay: is Woved 
about, whetger by swath turner or hay fork, 
this coating is broken, and’ it becomes : liable 
to the “effects of excessive rain. 
In a dry summer where a. light crop has 
to be dealt with it may be possible to rake 
up the swaths, previously untouched after 
cutting, into windrojwg (without turning), 
the day following mowihg, and: then to haul 
right away to the place of storage. - With a 
heavier crop it is usually possible to- haul 
on the third day. after having turned it by 
the swath turner on the second. Clover 
hay can rarely be removed under five days 
or so. 7 
There is a danger in a spell of very hot 
weather that hay may, appear to be dry, 
and really be: not, and in that case may 
i ‘come back “ at night or when in the rick, 
possibly with bad results, but. this danger is 
not verv frequent. i 

Where it is not absolutely essential the 
tedding machine should not be used, as i* 
damages to a very great extent the fodder 
constituents. 

If we havé a very heavy crop it may be 
essential to turn twice, but discretion. has 
to be used with each succeeding meadow or 
part of a meadow. It is a good practice not 
to cut more at a time than can be handled 
in one working day, because this eliminates 
largely the risk of bleaching of again wash- 
ing by rain. We have, of course, to arrange 
things so that we have enough work to go 
on with straight away the following day if 
the weather is fine, and are not stuck for 
three parts of the day waiting for 
hay to become. fit for carting But 
again some people will cut a big. acreage 
and have the means to handle only a third 
of it at the opportune period. Heavy dews 
may prevent carting for an hour or two in 
the early morning. : : 

Experience of this better method, combined 
with commonsense, teaches the farmer 
whether hay is fit to cart or not; nothing 
else can do it, but with an ordinary medium 
crop in“an.ordimary season, it éan usually 
be made ready to haul on or about the: third 
day after mowing.. Rake up the swaths into 
windrows, take the ys; wagons. or carts 
into the field, and initiate the employés into 
their new work of ‘carting away hay which 
has lain but a few days in. reasonable 
weather, instead of leaving it in “the. cock 
for what may be months. | 


Fitness of the Crop. 


If one is uncertain about, the -fitness of +a 
crop for carting, the rick may be s , 
and. sacks stuffed with hay may be built. in 
and drawn up through as building. proceeds, 
thus making shafts’ up. which heat may 
escape, but there is the possibility that the 
hay just around the shafts may. become 
motldy, but unless the product. is very unfit 
pthis will not he the. case.

7 A‘ter five days of intensive work on the 
part of the organisers in the constituen-

| President Cosgrave spoke at Carlow and 
Kilkenny. His strong appeals to the 
electors to support the Cumann na 
nGaedheal and Farmers’ candidates are

Mr. “Ernest Blythe had a cordial recep- 
tion when he spoke at Ballybay. He de- 
clared that the Government was doing 
work that never could have been done if 


the people had followed Mr. de Valera’s 


advice in 1921 and rejected the Treaty. 
Addressing a large meeting of his con- 
stituents in Waterford City last night, 
Captain Redmoné@ said that the only thing 
that the Government had done in. the last 
three months was to pass an Act which 
deprived the citizens of rights which were 
theivs as much as they were President 
Cosgrave’s. If that Act had been put into 
operation at once, as had been intended, it 
would have destroyed. the likelihood of any 
public safety in the country for a decade. 
Mr. de Valera opened his campaign at 
Bray with a speech, in which he charged 
the Government, first, with having com- 
mitted a series of illegalities in order to 
‘keep Fianna Fail out of the Dail; and, 
secondly, with having foréed them to 
“bend the knee” and enter the Dail. 
. Fianna Fail, he declared, stood for pro- 
‘tection, which was “ absolutely necessary”’ 
for Ireland.

MR. JOHNSON STATES HIS 
» POLICY. 


Addressing a megting of delegates from 
local Labour parties in the County Dublin 
last night, Mr. Thomas Johnson, the leader 
of the Labour Party, said :— 

At three elections since 1922 I have been 
returned as a member of the Labour Party, 
independent of all other parties. I am as 
independent to-day as I have always been. 
I appear again for peace and work—the same 
programme and*the same policy that I have 
advocated in the past. 

Since the election in June, 1922, I have 
advocated that the Treaty, having been ac- 
cepted by the people, should be worked to 
the fullest- advantage, and that the demo- 
cratic rights and the safeguards for in- 
dividual liberty guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion should be preserved. 

I have for five years consistently opposed 
the strong tendency of the Cumann na 
"Gaedheal Ministry to arrogate to themselves 
excessive power by the automatic votes of 
their majority in the Dail—so long as the 
Republicans refused to take their seats—to 
override the parties and groups forming the 
minority, treating opposition criticism as an 
impertinence. - 

The Ministry are now resolved upon de- 
priving minorities of their rights by abolish- 
ing proportional representation. 

Whenever a pretext could be found Minis- 
ters have demanded that increased powers 
should: be placed in their hands. 
every new bill has added to the authorit 
of the administration. By legislative stealt 
the Dail is losing effective control over tle 
administration of public affairs, and espe- 
cialty over finance. 

PUBLIC SAFETY ACT. 

The culmination of this policy of Minis- 
terial absolutism is found in the Public 
Safety Act. . .On the pretext that additional 
powers were needed to suppress: treasonable 
conspiracy, Ministers nded, and 
obtained, authority to suppress any organisa- 
tion they might please without giving any 
reasons. ‘This arbitrary discretion is given 
to any Government that may be in power 
tor the next five years, however peaceful 
the country. 

There is no protection to be obtained in 
the Law Courts by an appeal to the con- 
stitutional safeguard, because the Constitu- 
tion ‘1s suspen ed. Under -this Act the 
Government has full power, withoyt giving 
any reason, and without appeal from its deci- 
sion, to declare to be an “ unlawful associa- 
tion ” a trade union which may have a 
strike on, or any friendy or philanthropic 
society, even such a society, as, for instance, 
the Masonic Order or the Knights of Colum- 
bus! And then every member of the associa- 
tion would be liable to five years’ penal ser- 
vitude! 

The Government slogan is ‘‘ All power to 
Ministers and trast their discretion.’’ I do 
not trust the @iscretion of any Government 
armed with such powers. I stand for the 
maintenance of the democratic liberties guar- 
anteed by the Constitution, and against 
sbsolutism, whether of monarchs or man- 
darins, 

The Government's repressive megsurés 
merited the condemnation of every man and 
woman who valnes liberty. They were the 
product of inflamed minds, having vengeance 
and hatred as their inspiration. The states- 
mci was-ebsent at their concoction; in his 
place was the partisa:, actuated, not by 
reason, but by passion.

EXCUSES FOR “ BENDING 
THE KNEE.” 

Mr. de Valera at the Bray Town Hall last 
night opened his electoral campaign on be- 
half of the Fianna Fail Party. 

He said that.the general election had been 
sprung “de them, and those who did it 
would tell them that they were going to 
consult the people and get a judgment’ from 
them on certain things. One would have ex- 
pected that if they wanted judgment’ on 
anything, they would have given the people 
time to consider the matter, and would not 
have tried jo get any fash or hasty judgment. 
If they 
the people on the questions at issue, they 
would tell them what the issues were, | 
would not rush matters or confuse the people. 
But the Free State Party. was confusing the 
people. That party was returned with less 
than one-third of the whole representation of 
the twenty-six counties at the general election. 
It was before the people on their record. 
The people examined the record, and the 
result was that they gave the party 46 out 
ef the total of 152 seats. That was the 
people's judgment on the party’s five years’ 
administration. 

What had Mr. Cosgrave’s colleagues done 
since June to merit greater confidence on 
ithe part of the people? What record had 
been changed during the past two or three 
months! If that was their only record, then 
on it the Irish people should turn them down. 
(Hear, hear.) 


“I LLEGALITIES.”’ 

One of the chief accusations against them 
was that they had extravagantly managed the 
affairs of the nation. What did they do? 
They illegally prevented the Fianna Fail 
core from entering the Dail before the 
speaker was elected. There was no right on 
the part of any official to do that, and he 
knew of no constitutional assembly which had 
been treated like that since Cromwell’s time, 
when what was called ‘‘ Pride’s Purge” 
occurred in the British Parliament, hey 
had the Clerk of the Dail, with his armed 
men, preventing the elected representatives 
of the people from going into the Dail, 
although it was legal for them to do so. That 
was the first act of the Free State Party. 
and it was an illegal one. 

Fianna Fail had got a mandate to 
go into the Dail without bending the 
knee to any foreign Power. In compelling 
them to bend the knee, the Free State 
Party had not only humiliated the Fianna 
Fail members, but had set out to humiliate 
550,000 of their own fellow countrymen. 
The Free State Ministry had compelled the 
Fianna Fail representatives to submit because 
the only alternative was to allow them to 
ride rough-shod over the people of the country 
for the next four or five years. That act was 
an act of illegality so far as. their own 
constitution was concerned, | 


ESTIMATES. . 

When they had the Fianna Fail represen- 
tatives outside the Dail they began the dis- 
cussion of the estimates, and they passed 
£21,000,000 of money in twenty-one hours, or 
at the rate of a million an hour. Such a 
disgraceful nn. he had never seen or 
heard of in og fy lic assembly. All the 
parties in the Dail were implicated in that 
act, because they were all returned to see that 
there would not be the same extravagance as 
there had been in the past. 

Their next act was permanently to dis- 
franchise all that section of the Irish ba 
which had stood out for nationality since the 
Treaty was passed. In order to bring down 
other representatives of the people to level 
to which they had themselves descended, in 
order that everybody would be in the mud 
with themselves they passed an Act. which 
would make it obligatory on all the peoples’ 
representatives to declare that they would 
take the oath if they were elected. That 
meant definitely compelling all the people to 
give allegiance. 


E LAST. .

At a Convention of the County Wicklow 
branches of the Cumann na nGaedheal orga- 
nisation held here to-day, Mr. Dermot Gun 
O'Mahony (outgoing) was selected as candi- 
date.

FINANCIAL RELIEF 
FOR CYPRUS. 


ABATEMENT .OF THE 


‘“ TURKISH TRIBUTE.” 


An important decision of His Majesty’s 
Government affecting the whole future de- 
velopment of the colony of Cyprus was 
made public there yesterday, whereby the 
imperial grant-in-aid, at present £50,000, 
is increased to £92,800 annually, which is 
the ‘amount of Cyprus’s share of the 
Turkish debt charge, popularly called the 
“Turkish Tribute,’’ payable, under the 
1878 Convention, but actually diverted to 
the service of the Ottoman Loan of 1855, 
guaranteed by England and France. 
Thus removes a 50-years-old grievance, 
that, although the island revenues are 
burdened with a heavy charge, it was im- 
possible on technical grounds to cancel 
the tribute. 

Cyprus, though not detached from 
Turkey by the Treaty of Lausanne, was 
annexed in November, 1914, being as much 
a succession State as the others.

The value 
of the Agricultural Credit Corporation to 
the community will depend very largely 
upon the Government heing able to borrow 
at reasonable rates of interest. 

“In many countries the Government 
cannot obtain money at less than 7 per 
cent. or 8 per cent. Up to the present 
the Free State Government has been able 
to get all the money it requires at about 
5 per cent., 

“If an attempt*had been made to carry 
on with! a majority of one or two, or if 
the defeat of President Cosgrave had 
resulted in the setting up of a Redmond- 
Johnson Government, there is no doubt 
at all that the Free State would imme- 
diately have been compelled to pay at

THOUGHT FOR FARMERS. 


“Moreover, the position with the lapse 
of time, would have steadily got worse.

“If the Redmond-de Valera-Johnson 
combination were to get a majority as a

LEEDS, Wednesday. 

Most of the 2,500 people now in Leeds 
for the meetings of the British Association 
attended the opening session to-night to 
hear Sir Arthur Keith deliver his address 
as President. They followed him with 
close attention as he surveyed the 
Darwinian controversy and gave his 
verdict on the side of Darwin's view of 
man’s descent. 

Many distinguished men of science were 
in the audience, which also included a large 
number of women in evening dress. The 
meeting was held in the Majestic Cinema, 
practically all the seats being occupied. 

Sir Arthur Keith announced that he 
had received from the Prince of Wales, at 
his Canadian home, this personal message : 
“ All good wishes for your year as Presi- 
dent of the British Association.”’ 

According to custom, the Prince, as out- 
going President, should have inducted his 
successor. Sir Oliver Lodge acted as his 
deputy. The Prince’s presidential banner, 
commemorating the Oxford meetings last 
year, was conspicuously shown, flanked. by 
those of Sir Arthur Keith and Sir Oliver 
Lodge and Sir Charles Parsons, who both 
supported the President on the platform. 

An official welcome was extended by the 
Lord. Mayor of Leeds and the Vice- 
Chancellor of Leeds University, who both 
referred to the anonymous gift of £100,000 
to the University, announced yesterday. 

A WIRELESS WAIT. 

“The aim of scientific knowledge is 
nothing less than to humanise man’s re- 
lationship with nature, to expand the 
imagination of the people with confidence, 
and to fortify their aspirations with 
hope,” said Dr. Baillie, the Vice- 
Chancellor. 

Sir Oliver Lodge caused much amuse- 
ment by beginning a speech in solemn 
tones at 8.49, and suddenly breaking it off 
to remark: “I know you don’t want to 
hear me; I am just filling up the time." 

Amid loud laughter he explained that 
the microphone for the broadcast of Sir 
Arthur Keith’s address could not be con- 
nected for another minute or so.. “ Mean- 
time I have to hold on a bit longer,’’ he 
announced amid more laughter and loud 
applause. 

THE PRINCE’S MESSAGE. 

Paying a tribute to. Sir Arthur Keith, 
Sir Oliver said that he was “a very great 
anthropologist, who knows more about the 
human skull than anybody in this hall, 
and, perhaps, outside it.” . , 

The microphone being suddenly con- 
nected, Sir Oliver ended his. improvised 
speech and read a message from the Prince 
of Wales on laying down the Presidency, 
‘and in his name inducted Sir Arthur

_Keith to the office.., 


A message was read from the Prince of 
Wales, who was last year’s President, and 
who said of Sir Arthur Keith: “ His name 
stands very high in the science of man’s 
origin and early biological history. I have 
reason to believe that when anyone in this 
country digs up a bone his first instinct 
(subject to the intervention of the police) 
is to send it to Sir Arthur Keith.” 


DARWIN’S THEORY 
TO-DAY.

“ LET THE PROOF SPEAK 


FOR ITSELF.” 


The subject of Sir Arthur’s address was: 
“ Darwin's Theory of Man’s Descent as it 
Stands To-day.”’ 

He recalled a meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation at Leeds sixty-nine years ago, when 
Sir Richard Owen, the first anatomist of dx 
age, poured scorn cn the idea that man was 
merely a transmuted ape. 

Sixty-nine years ago Sir Richard Owen's 
audience was convinced, almost without a 
dissentient, that man. appeared on earth by 
a special act of creation. Sir Arthur claimed 
that his own audience, including that which 
the wonders of wireless. brought within 
reach of his voice, “if not convificed Dar- 
winists, are yet prepared to believe, when 
full proofs are forthcoming, that man began 
his career as a humble primate animal, and 
has reached his present stage by the action 
and reaction of biological forces which have 
been, and are ever, at work within his 
body and brain.” | 

“THE ORIGIN OF SPECIES.” 

This transformatioh of cutloók was one of 
the riarvels of the nineteenth centurv. On 
the very day Si: Richard Owen was deliver- 
ing his address in Leeds, Charles Darwin 
was in his study struggling with the first 
chapter of ‘‘The Origin of Species,’’ which 
was to effect a igs ne revolution ‘in our 
way of looking at living things, and. to 
initiate a new period in human thought-—the 
Darwinian Period—in which we still were. 
In “'Ihe Descent of Man” Darwin recon- 
structed and wrote a history of man. 

“ Fifty-six years have come and gone since 
that history was written; an enormous body 
of new evidence has poured in upon us. 
We are now able to fill in many pages which 
Darwin had rforce to leave blank, and 
we have found it necessary to alter details 
in his narrative, but the fundamentals of 
Darwin’s outline of man’s history remain 
unshaken. Nay, so strong has his position 
become that I am convinced that it never 
can be shaken. ine Pei 

“The evidence of mans eyolution from 
an ape-like. being, obtained from a study of 
fossil remains, is definite and irrefutable, but 
the process has been infinitely more complex 
than was suspected in Darwin’s time. Our 
older and _ discarded conception of man’s 
transformation was depicted in that  well- 
known diagram which shc.wed a single file 
of skeletons, the gibbon at one end and man 
at the other. In our original simplicity we 
expected, as we traced man backwards in 


‘time, that we should encounter a graded 


series of fossil forms—a series which would 
carry him in a straight line towards an 
anthropoid ancestor. We should never 
have made this initial mistake if we had 
remembered that the guide to the world of 
the past is the world of the present.

STRANGE SCENES IN 
LAKE ONTARIO. 


21 MILES IN ICY WATER.

LAKE ONTARIO, feo timy "á 
Over 200 swigimers, numbering mayo. 
seme of the world’s most famous, plunged 
into the waters of Lake Ontario this morning, 
beginning the greatest competitive long dis- 
tance swim of all time over a course of 21 


The race -is being conducted under the 
auspices of the Canadian National Exhibition 
The winner, if a man, will receive £6,000, 
and, if a woman, £7,000, the remainder of 
the prizes being distributed amongst the next 
five to finish. 

Each swimmer is accompanied by an official 
boat. The course, which must be covered 
three times, is a triangular one, with two 
sides measuring three miles each and one side 
measuring one mile. In most respects it 1s 
an easier swim than that of the English. 
Channel, or the Catalina Channel, California, 
as there are no difficult currents, and the 
water is comparatively smooth. 

The favourfte for the race is George Young, 
the young Toronto swimmer, who won the 
£5,000 Wrigley ag offered for the Catalina 
Channel swim. o swimmer was allowed to 
start without a suit. Several desired to start 
clad only in a suit of grease. The authorities, 
however, permitted those who wished to do so 
to take off theit suits as soon as they entered 
the water. 

The competitors entered the water at 8.32 
(Canadian time), the weather then being some- 
what unfavourable. There was a breeze on 
shore and the temperature of the water was 
between 55 and 60 degrees Fahrenheit. It 
was estimated that over a hunderd thousand 
people witnessed the great plunge. 

About sixty of the competitors abandoned 
the swim after they had covered a few miles, 
most of them being the victims of cramp. 
At the five miles Young was taken from the 
water unconscious from severe cramp. 

At the beginning of the final lap, Ernst 
Vierkoetter’s:lead over the nearest competitor, 
Burditt, from Toronto, was nearly two miles, 
and apparently he will win, completing the 
swim at about-7 p.m. Georges Michel, the 
French swimming champion, is in the third 
place, close behind Burditt. Ethel Hertle is 
in the fourth place. 

At 5 p.m. Georges Michel had taken second 
place in the race, with Miss Hertle, of New 
York, third, and Burditt fourth. 

Later. 


Vierkoetter won the swim. 

At the finish there were thirteen com- 
petitors still in the race, the majority of them 
being women. Georges Michel was in the 
second place, two miles behind the German; 
Arthur Compton (California) third, and Kyle 
Leonard (California) fourth. 

Miss Hertle, after holding third place until 
the start of the final lap, was compelled to 
retire on account of the coldness of the water. 
Burditt, who was second during the second 
lap, also withdrew.

SIR AUSTEN CHAMBEREAIN 
ACCEPTS “GOLDEN BOOK,” 
From RevutTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

PARIS, Wednesday. 

‘“‘ Glittering’ is, perhaps, the best 
epithet for this afternoon’s ceremony of 
the presentation of ‘‘ The Golden Book ”’ 
—France to the British Empire—which 
was made to Sir Austen Chamberlain at 
the Hotel de Ville. Outside the gilded 
salons the day was radiant with sunshine, 
and within the scene was dignified and 
impressive. 

Eloquent entente cordiale speeches were 
made by the President of the Municipal 
Council and the Prefect of the Seine, and 
a glowing reply was made by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, who declared his affection 
for France, and his conviction of the 


world peace. 


“I LOVE FRANCE.” 

After expressing his thanks for the gift, 
which, he said, symbolised the Franco- 
British friendship for the past, present 
and future, Sir Austen. Chamberlain con- 
tinued :—" I love France as one loves a 
woman in her hours of gaiety and 
pleasure, and in her hours of anguish 
and tears. I love her, if you will allow 
me to say so, as much for her faults as 
for her qualities. But we in politics are 
not free to regulate all our acts by our 
heart. The head must remain master. 

‘As Monsieur Poincaré says, it is the 
triumph of our friendship that it is at 
once a friendship of the heart and of the 
reason. ; | : 

“1 am certain it will endure, despite 
any little difficulties and misunderstand- 
ings, and for many more centuries will 
contribute to the peace of the world aud 
the prosperity of the two nations.” 


POLICY OF APPEASEMENT. 

Sir Austen added that~he subscribed un- 
reservedly on behalf of Great Britain to 
the policy of peace snnounced by M. 
Briand in his speech yesterday evening. 

“We shall pursue that policy of 
appeasement, based on our close friend-. 
ship—a policy of which our intimacy is 
both a condition and a guarantee.” 

Sir Austen Chamberlain’s discourse, an 
improvisation in admirable French, was 
greeted with long applause. Nobody- was 
more obviously delighted than M. Briand, 
who was sitting on the British Minister's 
right. ‘‘ God Save the King ”’ and “ The 
Marseillaise,’’ played by the military 
band, the signing of the Golden Book of 
the City of Paris and the taking of photo- 
graphs concluded the ceremony. 

, THE UNKNOWN WARRIOR. 

After this public declaration of affestion 
to France, Sir Austen Chamberlain set 
out, unobserved, to perform a private act 
of friendship for the French nation. 
From the Embassy, whither he drove from 
the Hotel de Ville, Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain set out again immediately with Sir.

Her luggage occupied but little 
Space—a small leather attaché case and a 
scarlet hat box. To a Press representa- 
tive just before getting on board, the 
Princess expressed every confidence in 
getting safely across the Atlantic. 
“ During the journey I shall probably take 
a turn in the pilot's seat and in piloting 
the machine,” she said. 

Colonel Minchin, in a brief interview, 
said that he expected that “ St. Raphael ”’ 
would cross safely to Ottawa, and that the 
journey would occupy from thirty-six to 
forty hours. They. carried about 800 
gallons of “ juice,” with food for three for 
two days, as well as emergency rations. 

Captain Hamilton had nothing to say 
as to the prospects of the flight, but ex- 
pressed thanks to the aerodrome’s officials 
for their great kindness and assistance, 


THE LAST SIGHT OF LAND. ‘ 
There was a fairly thick low mist when 
the start was. made, but the manoplane 
took off successfully after an initial failure 
to rise easily, and then it roared away 
towards the Western horizon and was soon 
lost to sight. 

Messages were received at Upavon re- 
porting that the ‘St. Raphael’’ had 
passed over Wexford soon after ten. The 
Commander of the Irish Lights vessel, 
‘‘Terne,’’ Wired to the Jrish Times:— 
‘‘ Observed aeroplane proceeding - north- 
west of Carnsore Point, Wexford, 10 this 
morning. ’’ 

It was then seen over Thurles, and 
shortly after noon followed the informa- 
tion that land had been left behind. 

At Galway, it was assumed by the Civic 
Guards, that the airmen had flown fairly 
high until sighting Galway City, and ther 
came lower and hugged the coast of the 
bay; keeping to the land as long as 
possible. That part of the flight was 
witnessed by large numbers of farm 
workers and fishermen of the locality. 

The last seen of the aeroplane was when 
it passed out over the Atlantic between 
Gorumna Island, which 
extremity of the north coast of Galway 
Bay, and Inishmore, which is north of the 
Aran Islands.

BRITISH STEEL TRADE. 
TO CHECK FOREIGN 
COMPETITION. 


Details were announced at Middlesbrough 
yesterday evening of the British steelmakers’ 
rebate scheme to fight foreign competition. 
From September Ist purchasers agreeing to 
buy only British steel will get the following 
rebates per ton :— 

Steel plates, 5s.; steel sections, 5s.; joists, 
7s. 6d. to 12s. 6d. : This will still leave 
British prices slightly above foreign prices, 
but it is anticipated that superior quality and 
quicker delivery will counter-balance the 
small difference.

There was yet another surprising turn in 
the case of Sean McBride, buck House, 
Clonskeagh, in the. Dublin District Court 
yesterday. 
it will be recalled that Sean McBride 
had been charged on Thursday of last week 
with being a person suspected of bein 
enga in a conspiracy in contravention o 
the Public Safety Act, and Superintendent 
Knmis apphed under Section 16 of that Act 
jor an order remanding the accused man for 
a” week The conspiracy alle was im 
tconnection with the murder of Mr. Kevin 
O’ Higgins. Mr. Little, District Justice, 
pointed out that the murder of Mr. O'Higgins 
took place on the 10th July, whereas the 
Public Safety Act was not passed until the 
lith August, and, so far as he could see, 
there was nothing in the Act making it 
1c trospective. f he remanded the prisoner 
for a week the Minister for Justice, before 
the expiration of the remand, could, under 
the. Public Safet, Act, make an order com- 
mitting McBride to prison for two months 
without any further trial. In the cireum- 
stances the Justice said that he could not 
opder a remand on the charge preferred, 
but he suggested altering the charge to one, 
under the common iaw, of conspitacy to 
murder Mr. O'Higgins. This was agreed ‘to, 
and McBridge was remanded for a week on 
that charge. , : 


CHARGE RE-INCERTED, 

When the case came on again yesterday 
the charge of being a suspect under the 
lublic Safety Act was again inserted -on 
the charge ‘sheet, and Mr, McGuckin (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor’s De- 
partment).applied for an order under Section 
16 to have MsBride remanded under that 
Act. 
The Justice (Mr. Little) requested counsel 
to argue whether the section created a 
new offencenamely, the offence of being a 
suspect; whether the Act was retrospective, 
und whether it repealed the guarantees con- 
twined in the Constitution. 
Mr. McGuckin said that the Act did not 
create any new offence. What it affected was 
the question of procedure, and it was well 
settled law that provisions in respect of 
procedure were retvospective. - As regards 
the Constitution, Section 3 of the Act ex- 
pressilvy operated as an amendment of the 
‘Constitution in respect to the matters dealt 
with throughout the Statute. . 
The whole object of the procedure under 
‘Section 16 was to facilitate investigations.

_ Counsel tendered the evidence of Super- 
intendent. Ennis, who made a statement as 
to the arrest and the necessity for detention 
of MéBride as a suspect.

From inquiries made yesterday by an /rish 
Times reporter it was made clear that the 
Order does not limit a motor importer’s gross 
discount to 174 per cent. ón the sale of a 
car. The 17} per cent. is the sum of discount 
that an agent will be allowed to deduct from 
the retail price of a car in the Free State, 
and less that discount the duty will be 
assessed on the price of the car. ere is no 
limit placed on agents’ discount, and the 
manufacturer can allow what discount he 
thinks fit. 
This method of assessment is not altogether 
new ; for it has been applied to some dealers 
for the past year or two. The net resulj of 
the Order will gé, it is stated, to increase 
the price of cars in the Free State by from 
£5 to £10, and this extra sum must be borne 
ejther by the importer or the buyer. 

VERY BAD EFFECT ON TRADE. 
The traders feel that they have been very 
badly treated by the publication of the Order 
without any notice whatever from the Com- 
missions of their intention, and fear is ex- 
pressed that it will have a very bad effect 
on trade, in view of the fact that prices for 
cars are always fixed for the year on the Ist 
of October. : 
The result of the Order, it is anticipated, 
will be to. delay the fixing of the year's prices, 
and the consequent refusal of potential buyers 
to purchase until they know what the new 
prices are to be. Already many agents, it 
was stated, have stopped consignments of cars 
which were on order to arrive during the first 
week. of September. : 
Discussing the reason for and the probable 
effects of the Order on trade, one of the 
principal importers in Dublin expressed the 
opinion that this was the worst possible time 
to introduce such a regulation. ‘I am sure, ' 
he continued, “‘that this Order was never 
considered by the Minister for Finance, be- 
cause naturally the last thing he or any 
member of the Government would do would 
be to do anything “to cause dislocation in 
trade, and probably unemployment, at the 
moment. It is, I am sure, the work of some 
unthinking officiak—anyone else would not 
dare to do such a thing when the country is 
in the throes of the most vital general election 
that has ever taken place in the Free. State.” 
This gentleman complained not only of the 
suddenness of the introduction of the Order, 
but of its bald statement. At least, he said, 
the Revenue Commissioners might have in- 
formed our Association of their intention to 
do such a thing, and ask us to discuss the 
matter with them, in which case, no doubt, 
an accommodation would have been found. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE NEW ORDER. 
When our representative made inquiries at 
the Revenue Commissioners’ Department yes- 
terday he was informed by an official that the 
Finance (No. 2) Act, 1915, Section XII. (2)

that had already been given by some of the 
High Court judges concerning orders that he 
had made on motions that fad come before 
him. ' He had been asked by counsel to make 
orn orders while his duties, it was now 
eld, were merely administrative.

Owing to the peculiar organisation of the 
motor trade—e.g., the system under which 
retail selling prices are, in general, fixed by 
the manufactarers—other problems have 
arisen in the case of firms abroad which 
maintain branches in this country, because 
of the difficulty of ascertaining whether in 
stich cases the transaction is in the nature of 
an actual purchase and sale. 

The Commissioners have made exhaustive 
inquiries, and in adopting the system which 
comes into force on the lst of next month 
they are satisfied that the value for the pur: 
poses of duty arrived at by that method 
should not appreciably differ frém the vaiue 
based upon the bona fide purghase at the 
ship’s side. 

It should be added. said the official, that. 
this method of assessment cannot be applied 
in the case of goods liable to specific duty 
(such as spirits), and that there is at present 
no ground for applying it in the case of 
goods, other than motor cars, liable to ad 
valorem duty.

A SETTLEMENT. 
NAVAN, Wednesday. 

The strike on the part of the workers of 
Messrs. F. and J. Clayton’s Woollen Mills, 
Navan, which has been in progress for the 
past fourteen weeks, has been satisfactorily 
settled. 

Senator Duffy and Mr. J. P. Cooke, Chair- 
man of Navan Urban District Council, met 
the directors of the mills—Messrs J. 
Gallagher, managing director; Mr. James 
Sheridan and Mr. John Quinn—~yesterday at 
the premises. The workers’ representatives 
were accompanied by Messrs. Kennedy and 
Purcell, of the Transport Workers’ Union, 
Dublin, and the local Secretary, Mr. Tombs. 
There was a question of a 10 per cent. reduc: 
tion in the wages of the mitt hands. They 
had been: cut by afiother 10 per cent. last 
year, but that ‘was by agreement. The 
second cut was the cause of the strike, and 
along with this was the question of unemploy- 
ment owing to scarcity of work—that 1s to 
say, the hands were not working full time for 
some weeks. 

The workers agreed, on the recommenda- 
tion of their leaders, to a cut of 5 per cent. 
They will resume work on Monday, and there 
will be continuous work for at least another 
three weeks. hen, after a mouth or so, 
work will be every alternate week. There is 
no question of a yevision at the end of 
twelve months or a al period. “The com- 
pany has plenty of orders on hand just now 
to keep the workers fully employed for the 
next month. The mills give considerable em- 
ployment.
